Within the past months 
there have been two shockers 
from long-respected writers who 
have offered severe criticism of 
the regime. 


“The newsmen further report 
there is a proposed deal being 
urged by the Poles which requires 
American participation. The Unit- 
ed States has several millions of 
dollars in credit here for grain sent 
the Poles. But, it is in zlotys. They 
can be spent only in Poland. The 
new proposal is that the United 
States use several millions of 
their credit to assist the Poles in 
building a children’s hospital at 
Cracow. 


Coal Buying 


“‘Meanwhile,”” said the letter, 
“the Poles are becoming ac- 
quainted with the fact that the 
Soviets are buying coal from 
them at about $2 a ton and selling 
it in Europe for about $8. The 
Polish miners are underpaid and 
this news does not add to their 
zest for the Moscow crowd. To 
add further to their disenchant- 
ment, the Russians pay their $2 
per ton in rubles which can be 
spent only in Russia. 


“The politically cynical,”’ con- 
tinued the letter writer, ‘‘think 
that Khrushchev won his point in 
Berlin. He wanted to seal off the 
East. In fact, he had to seal it 
off to stop the daily evidence that 
East Germany is a peoples’ hell 
and that Ulbricht has failed to 
win any increasing support for 
his Stalinist-type communism. 
It also is commonly known here 
that the NATO partners are not 
in agreement about the Berlin- 
German policy. 


“The Poles,” said the letter 
writer, “dislike the Russians but 
they have an even greater dis- 
taste for the Germans. Indeed, 
this is one thing I am afraid our 
friends in West Germany do not 
understand. Because of the Hit- 
ler-Gestapo atrocities there is 
still bitterly emotional anti-Ger- 
many sentiments in middle Eu- 
rope, especially in Poland, Czech- 
oslovakia and Romania. There is 
general awareness here that 
neither the French nor Italians 
are interested in a united Ger- 
many, much less going to war to 
attain it. All this adds immeasur- 
ably to President Kennedy’s prob- 
lem, a fact the American people 
do not seem readily to understand. 
He cannot give direction or have 
‘a policy’ when his allied inter- 
ests are so divergent.

Fires Fanned

LOS ANGELES (UPI)—More than 2,500 firemen 
capitalized on dramatically improved weather and borate 
bombing Tuesday to near complete containment of two 
Santa Monica mountain fires, but evening winds stirred 
new flareups that hampered control efforts. 


Winds lessened in the Bel-Air- 
Brentwood fire early Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, leading to hope the 5,750- 
acre fire could be contained fully 
by midnight. However, brisk eve- 
ning winds started several flash 
fires. While none caused serious 
damage, the fire department re- 
vised its schedule and predicted 
containment Wednesday instead 
of Tuesday. 


The Topanga Canyon fire one 
mile west of the major blaze also 
saw ‘“‘slopovers’’ when winds 
spread flames. Combined, the two 
fires burned more than 11,000 
acres. This fire also is due for 
containment Wednesday. 

Fire Inspector Otto Firgens had 
termed both fires ‘'85 to 95 per 
cent contained.”’ 


The late outbreak caused fire- 
men to order precautionary evac- 
uation of the Huntington-Hartford 
retreat for artists and writers 
near Pacific Palisades. 


The threat of new flareups was 
constant, despite improved con- 
ditions.

WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy and Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru of In- 
dia agreed Tuesday that the 
West’s right of access to West 
Berlin must be guaranteed in 
any settlement of the Berlin ques- 
tion. 

The prime minister was re- 
ported to have told Kennedy that 
the best way to achieve this ob- 
ject was through negotiations 
with the Soviet Union. 


This was disclosed by Indian 
officials and confirmed later by 
U.S. sources. 


ADDITIONAL CONFERENCE 


The agreement came during a 
2% - hour conference at the 
White House, during which Ken- 
nedy and Nehru discussed inter- 
national problems ranging from 
Berlin to South Viet Nam. 


At the conclusion of the talk 
in Kennedy's office, the two lead- 
ers agreed on an additional con- 
ference, to be held at 10 a.m. 
Wednesday. They had not been 
scheduled to meet again until 
Thursday. 


Both “thdian and U.S. sources 
Said the talks Tuesday had gone 
well. Nehru, they said, had gained 
an excellent impression of the 
President, who is nearly 30 years 
younger than he. 


COMMON OBJECTIVE

WASHINGTON—The Atomic Energy Commission 
has adopted a policy opening the door for universities to 
make a profit on their management of the commission’s 


national laboratories. 


The new policy, adopted last 
week with no public announce- 
ment by the commission, would 
put the universities on about the 
same footing as commercial con- 
tractors doing research work for 
the commission. 


Following the cost-plus-fixed-fee 
pattern used in industrial re- 
search contracts, the universities 


receive a “management allow- 
ance” to cover their indirect ex- 
penses. 
PROFIT HELD POSSIBLE 

As officially construed by the 
commission, this management fee 
would provide no profit for the 
universities. But many officials 
believe it would have this effect 
since the universities are likely 
under the old policy to receive 
more than their established di- 
rect and indirect costs for run- 
ning the laboratories. 


The issue, which has caused a 
division between the three scien- 
tist and two lawyer members of 
the commission, has arisen in the 
negotiations over renewing the 
University of Chicago’s contract 
for operating the Argonne Na- 
tional Laboratory in Lemont, Il. 


EXCEPTION CITED

WASHINGTON—The outcome at the U.N. in 
New York, now that U Thant of Burma has been 
elected secretary general, is very much better 


than many of us thought possible immediately after the death of Dag 
Hammarskiold. It looked.then as if the Soviet Union would insist on 
the troika—three co-equal secretaries general—and would use its 
veto to prevent the election of any one secretary general. 


But the Soviet Union has re- 
ceded from the troika.

Film Suit 
Dismissed 


By Default 


A suit charging 20 firms and 
individuals with monopolizing na- 
tional distribution of motion pic- 


tures was dismissed in. Atlanta 
Tuesday by U.S. District Judge 
Boyd T. Sloan by default. 


The suit was dismissed because 
the plaintiff, Charles A. Adams, 
owner of the Avondale Theater, 
failed to appear at the pre-trial 
hearing scheduled Monday. 


OTHER SUITS PEND 


Included among the defendants 
were owners and operators of sev- 
eral of Atlanta’s major movie 
houses and some of the motion 
picture industry’s biggest distrib- 
utors. 

Trial in two similar suits 
against the same defendants was 
set for the first Monday in March 
and the suits were consolidated. 
A third suit against the same 
group by John H. and Ruth Car- 
ter, owners of the Buckhead The- 
ater, ts still awaiting the judge’s 
decision for dismissal or a trial 
date. 

Judge Sloan Tuesday also dis- 
missed one of the defendants in 
the other cases, Robert B. Wilby, 
who died since the suit was filed. 
DISTRIBUTORS NAMED 

Consolidated and set for trial 
in March were suits by the Buck- 
head Theater Co. and Garden 
Hills Theater Co. They will be 
tried jointly, but separate ver- 
dicts will be rendered. 

Defendants in the cases include 
Atlanta Enterprises, Inc., owners 
of Atlanta’s: Fox; Roxy and now 
defunct Paramount theaters, and 
the Georgia Theatre Co., which 
operates the theaters. Rhodes 
Theatre Operating Co., West End 
Theatre Co. and East Point The- 
atre Co. also are named in the 
suit. 

Among the film distributors 
named are Paramount, Warner 
Bros., Loew's, Twentieth Century- 
Fox, RKO, United Artists, Univer- 
sal and Columbia Pictures.

John Sheffield of Brooks 
County, like Geer an expected 
candidate for lieutenant governor 
next year, raised the question 
earlier by charging that Geer 
had violated Vandiver’s ‘honesty 
in government acti”

Costly, South Told 


“The real issue now facing the South is whether it 
will continue to fight costly rear guard actions or wants 
to be in the vanguard of the nation’s advancing pros- 
_perity,” a noted economist and manpower expert de- 


all kinds of goods and services. 
And as the economy expands to 
supply a growing market, it cre- 
ates new jobs, higher incomes 
and better living standards for 
the entire community, thus stim- 
ulating additional growth.” 


Dr. Ginzberg, who directs staff 
studies of the National Manpower 
Council and serves as a consultant 
to numerous government, busi- 
ness and non-profit organizations, 
delivered the first in a series of 
three lectures on “The Nation 
and the Negro” at Morris Brown 
College Tuesday. 


He said this series, which will 
conclude Thursday, will serve as 
the basis of a new book to be 
published next spring, his fourth 
major book. Others are ‘The 
Negro Potential,’ “The Unedu- 
cated,”” and ‘Psychiatry and 
Military Man-Power Policy.” 


OTHER PRESSURES 


The economist also singled out 
other pressures which he believes 
will ultimately eliminate racial 
discrimination in employment. 


For one thing, he said, it ‘just 
doesn't make economic sense to 
keep the Negro out of employ- 
ment because it means getting 
less than the best results from the 
taxpayers’ investment in his edu- 
cation. The South has suffered 
a serious loss because of the ex- 
port to the North of many of its 
trained people, both white and 
Negro.”’ 

Also, he said, national corpora- 
tions “‘won't be able to attract all 
the need from 


plants until the South cleans up 
this racial mess. Their executives 
don’t want to move into trouble 
spots.”’ 

INCREASINGLY AWARE 


Dr. Ginzberg, who is an eco- 
nomic consultant to such firms a 
DuPont and General Electric 
Co., said national firms are be- 
coming increasingly aware of the 
difficulty in adapting local plant 
operations to traditional local 
customs in the South. 


“The increasing willingness of 
the Negro to fight for his rights— 
economic as well as others— 
means that the easy adjustment 
of Northern companies to South- 
ern tradition will be less and 
less realistic in the future,” he 
said. 

And many of these companies, 
he continued, are subject to addi- 
tional federal anti-discrimination 
pressure because they are heavily 
involved in government contract 
work.

He spoke to 150 members and 
guests of the Buckhead Fifty Club 
saying he had come “to talk a 
little politics’’ and then concen- 
trated his talk on the county unit 
system and the State’s political 
structure, including an attack on 
Atlanta’s citywide election of 
aldermen. 


“Right here in Buckhead you 
elect two aldermen and they have 
to run down to the Negroes on Ash- 
by Street to be approved,” he 
said. “If that is democratic I 
don’t know it when I see it. They 
may accuse me of meddling. but I 
don’t know why they even have 
wards here.” 


POINTS TO CONTROL 

He said he was never against 
reapportionment in the General 
Assembly to give the cities more 
representation because ‘“‘that’s 
the tax-making body that taxes 
them.” 


“But that’s not what they 
want,”” he said of critics of the 
county unit system ‘“‘in the marble 
walls” of Atlanta. ‘They want to 
control the Democratic Party in 
the state like they do in Atlanta.” 


“Don’t tell we country men 
who’s going to run the Demo- 
cratic Party. If you don’t like the 
way we do it, find another one. 
The country folk are going to 
fight. I know, because I’ve been 
out with them.” 


DO WHAT THEY WANT 

He said ‘Atlantans and others 
could “do what they want” in 
the general election but “that’s 
the way we do it in the party 
primary.” 

“T’m not the enemy of the folks 
in this county or city or any other 
county or city,” he said, listing 
measures under his administra- 
tion that benefited the Atlanta 
area.

argued that there should be a 
moratorium on testing by all 
nations until a treaty could be 
negotiated. During such a mora- 
torium, he said, some form of 
controls need not be ruled out. 


Kennedy presented the view that 
such a moratorium would place 
an open society at a disadvan- 
tage, since the Soviet Union, op- 
erating in secrecy, could prepare 
new tests at will. 


This disagreement reflected the 
differing positions the two govern- 
ments have been taking in the 
United Nations on the subject of 
nuclear testing. 


NOT UNEXPECTED 


Since a_ resolution, partially 
sponsored by India and calling for 
a moratorium, was passed Mon- 
day in the general assembly, this 
difference of viewpoint was not 
unexpected. 


The general agreement on free 
western access to West Berlin, 
however, had been one of the 
principal aims of U. S. officials. 


Whether or not Nehru will be 
willing to have the agreement 
stated in a joint communique 
was not disclosed. 


Pierre Salinger, the White 
House press secretary, described 
the long meeting as having cov- 
ered “a wide variety of sub- 
jects.” 

DETAILED REVIEW 

It began, he said, with the 
President presenting a detailed 
review of the U.S. position on 
the Berlin question. A general 
discussion of Berlin ensued. 


At its conclusion, Nehru and 
Kennedy renewed discussion of the 
topic that occupied them in their 
first meetings Monday—southeast 
Asian problems, with emphasis 
on Laos and South Viet Nam. 


In this discussion, Salinger said, 
the President and the prime min- 
ister ‘“‘tackled two problems.”’ He 
described them as: 


1. How independent  govern- 
ments can be maintained in south- 
east Asia. 


2. How independent  govern- 
ments can be protected from ‘“‘in- 
trusion from any quarter.” 
MUCH CONCERNED 

The latter was a reference to 
the problem of Communist guer- 
rilla infiltration of the territories 
of Laos and South Viet Nam. This 
is a subject that has much con 
cerned the Kennedy administra- 
tion. 

Pending on Kennedy’s desk is a 
report from Gen. Maxwell D. Tay- 
lor, who has just returned from 
a fact-finding mission to South 
Viet Nam. Taylor is believed to 
have made recommendations con- 
cerning methods of countering 
guerilla infiltration, and for long- 
range policies to stabilize inde- 
pendent governments in Southeast 
Asia. 


Salinger said that, in discussing 
nuclear testing, Kennedy and 
Nehru concentrated on the prob- 
lems of controlling a test ban, and 
on the relationship of nuclear 
testing to the overall problems 
of disarmament. 

The problems of the new Afri- 
can states also were discussed, 
Salinger said. Other sources have 
said that the situations in the 
Congo and in Angola were of par- 
ticular concern to both India and 
the United States. 

The last phase of the conversa- 
tion came about when Nehru gave 
the President his interpretation 
of the deliberations of the Bel- 
grade conference of non-aligned 
nations. 

Salinger said these subjects had 
evolved naturally and that there 
had been no prepared agenda. 
Nor would there be, he said, at 
the meetings Wednesday and 
Thursday.

lining of the esophagus, which is 
not intended to come in contact 
with them. 


The first essential in tracking 
down the cause of regurgitation is 
to get a good médical “history.” 
Among other things, the time and 
frequency of attacks often give 
a valuable clue to the cause. The 
next step is an X ray. Regurgita- 
tion often is the result of sheer 
nervousness. In such a case, the 
X ray won't show anything ex- 
cept a normal esophagus and re- 
lated organs. 


On the other hand, there are 
various physical possibilities: A 
diverticulum, or bulge in the 
esophagus; stricture from some 
previous inflammation or irri- 
tants; a growth of some sort. Or 
there may be some disorder at 
the lower end of the esophagus 
involving the nerve control at the 
point of entrance to the stomach 
—this is a distinction from sheer 
nervousness.

The bidding was routine and 
against three notrump West 
opened the four of clubs. East’s 
jack went to declarer’s king. 


There were sufficient potential 
tricks available if South drove out 
the ace of spades, but he incurred 
the risk that the defense could 
cash four club tricks. 


There was no way to diagnose 
the length of West's suit and if it 
happened to be four cards de- 
clarer had nothing to fear. 


An alternate line of attack was 
for declarer to play East to have 
the king of diamonds either once 
or twice guarded so that a finesse 
could bring in four tricks in that 
suit. 


After a great deal of deliber- 
ation he decided to go after the 
spades and led low toward the 
dummy. West ducked and the king 
held the trick. 


At this point it appears that the 
declarer should have altered his 
line of attack. Now he need only 
find East with the king of dia- 
monds, even though it is guarded 
three times, to bring in the hand. 
Since West, a passed hand, has 
apparently been marked with two 
aces, the chances strongly favor 
the king of diamonds being with 
East. But declarer continued with 
the ten of spades, driving out 
West's ace. 


West's course of action was not 
clear-cut. If East had the ace of 
diamonds, West should try to put 
him in to lead a club. South might 
have a 17-point no-trump without 
the ace of diamonds, but West 
finally decided against that hold- 
ing and concluded that unless the 
club suit could be run at once de- 
clarer would make the contract. 


If declarer’s original club hold- 
ing had been the K-Q alone the 
lead of the ace now would bring 
down the house. If, on the other 
hand, East held the queen of 
clubs he would be expected to 
drop it under the ace—which in 
the actual case he did.

Atlanta has conducted such a backward spots program from 
a building standpoint, that several smaller cities in the state have 
larger prep stadiums. Now the city has a chance to in an arena 
second to none in the state. It would be a sound investment for the 
Board of Education and tremendous break for the City Leaguers 
and fans. 


Since pro. games would be staged on Sunday afternoon, they 
would not interfere with Sid Scarborough’s crowded City League 
program. But the pros would present Scarborough’s teams a site in 
which to put crowds at championship games. 


As everyone with a TV set knows, pro football is the most 
entertaining sport on the docket. Cities inferior to Atlanta in the 
business league are vastly superior in pro sports. There’s no doubt 
that pro football would be a vast hit at the box office here. In 
fact, I believe Major Sports could sell 30,000 season tickets to 
NFL games. 

Clay stresses the fact that he is not closing the door on the new 
American Football League. However, the group naturally prefers 
an NFL franchise. 


Clay has discussed the possibility of Atlanta entering the NFL 
with several club owners. Most have responded favorably. In all 
probability the NFL, now boasting 14 members, will expand to 16 


in 1963. Miami is frequently mentioned as a new addition to the 
family. Miami and Atlanta would give the league a strong swing 


down South. 
—A Chance to Vacate the Pro End Zone 


If no NFL franchise becomes available, Atlanta would be wel- 
comed into the AFL. When Lamar Hunt started the new league he 
wanted Atlanta in the starting lineup. And, of course, Atlanta missed 
being inducted in the Dallas meeting by a margin of one vote. 
League directors are now aware that they made a mistake. Even if 
Atlanta had to play in Ponce de Leon Park, it would outdraw at 
least three current AFL teams. 


“Tf the Board of Education accepts our proposal to enlarge 
Grady, I’m confident that we can obtain a pro franchise here for 
1963,” Clay said Tuesday. “Everyone I’ve talked to believes that 
Atlanta should have pro football. Club owners in both leagues have 
been very encouraging.’ 


Grady, of course, should be used merely as a foot in the door 
of pro sports. Atlanta needs and deserves a stadium for pro foot- 
ball and major league baseball. 


Staunch Georgia Tech and Georgia boosters insist that a pro 
football team here would kill college football. They immediately 
cite the West Coast. The caliber of football played by the colleges 
on the Coast is, in our opinion, far more damaging than the Rams. 
Detroit has had fine teams through the years, but Michigan still 
pulls 100,000. We’re convinced that there are enough fans in Atlanta 
unable to obtain tickets to Tech games to fill up Grady Stadium 
every Sunday.
